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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims Rejection 35 USC 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claims 1-3 and 19-23 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bugosh (US 291 5475) in view of the admitted prior art as set forth on page 2, paragraph 7 and 
paragraphs 15-20 of the present application substantially as set forth on pages 2-3 of the 9/21/06 
Office action. 

In the amendment filed December 11, 2006, applicant has added limitations regarding the 
intended use of the claimed boehmite filled epoxy resins and claims to impregnated or coated 
materials including such compositions. It is not seen that the amended and added claims are 
distinguished from the prior art as at column 29 of Bugosh, the patentee teaches the use of 
boehmite filled epoxy resins as coatings on individual fibers or as impregnants or coatings on 
textiles. See particularly col. 29, lines 4-42 of Bugosh. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that the Examiner has replied upon the teachings of Bugosh to remedy 
the deficiencies of the admitted prior art. This is unpersuasive as the rejection cites Bugosh as 
the primary reference and merely relies on the admitted prior art to show that a person of 
ordinary skill in the art would have appreciated that old and well known epoxy resins, of the type 
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expressly suggested by Bugosh and admitted to be known by applicant would have been 
obvious. 

The arguments regarding no suitability for combining the teachings of the prior art in the 
rejection set forth in this application are unpersuasive as the rejection is based on Bugosh's 
express suggestion to use the boehmite of the reference as a coating or impregnant and 
applicant's admission that the particular epoxy resins used in the present invention are old and 
well known. It is not seen that this is beyond the level of ordinary skill in this art. The use of 
widely available materials such as the epoxy resins suggested by Bugosh are within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. 

The arguments presented in the response appear to be based on the assumption that the 
primary teaching relied upon in this application is the prior art admissions in the present 
application. This is not the case as Bugosh is the primary reference cited and the reference 
clearly teaches using boehmite in an epoxy resin and to use such materials to coat and 
impregnate fibers and textiles.
